Those senators who are antagonistic 
to the bill as a rule freely confess 
their Inability to defeat it, saying 
that it will get practically the entire 
republican vote if needed and prob- 
ably one or two democratic votes. 
Wth a session of unlimited durntion 
before them they can not hope to 
conduct a successful filibuster. 
Hence they will not seek to delay 
the measure beyond the time neces- 
sary to discuss its provisions and 
give the country the benefit of their 
analysts of its provisions. How 
long it may take them to do this 
will depend largely upon the length 
of the dally sessions and the free- 
dom from interruption by other 
business. 

At present there is but one matter
